Regular Meeting

February 15, 1951
10:00 A.M.

Council Chamber, City Hall

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding.

Roll Call:

Presents Councilmen Drake, Long, Mayor Glass
Absent: Councilraetv Johnson, MacCorkle

Present also: Walter B, Seaholm, City Manager; Trueman E.O'̂ uinn, City At-
torney; C. &. Levander, Director of-Public Works; S. D. Thorp, chief of Police.

Councilman Long moved that since copies of the minutes of the last meeting
of the City Council have "been furnished Council members by the City Clerk, the
reading of the minutes be dispensed with and that the minutes be adopted as read
in the Clerk's report. Upon being duly seconded by Councilman Drake, the motion
was unanimously adopted by the Council and the minutes so approved.

MR. C, S. SHEPARD, 151} Cullen Avenue; MRS. FELIX CALHOOT, 1309 Cullen; MRS.
L. H. POTTER, 1103 Karen, and MRS. RAY AKIN, Burnet Road, complained of the lack
of roads to the new Breatwood School, and of the only approach being so muddy
the children had to wade in jnud, and the cars stuck and had to be pulled out
with wreckers. The City Manager reported that progress was being made in the
opening of Woodrow all the way through. The Director of Public W0rks stated that
immediate relief could be given by his Department by graveling the existing
street.

MR. JAMES P. SCHOOLEY, operator in the boiler room, requested retirement at
the age of 57, stating he WBS in bad health, and had been an employee for 2?
years. He brought out the fact he was badly injured on the job some 13 years
ago. The City Manager stated he would be able to retire under the new retirement
program.
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Councilman Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITT COUNCIL OP THS CITY 0$ AUSTIN:

That the final plat of the subdivision known as "Littman Subdivision",
approved by the City Plan Commission of the City of Austin on February 8, 1951,
be and tne same is hereby accepted and authorized to "be filed of record in the
office of the County Clerfc of Travis County, Texas, in accordance with the
provisions of the laws of the State of Texas, and the ordinances of the City of
Austin, and that this actipn of the City Council be indicated by appropriate
notation, signed by tne Mayor, on the original p&at of said subdivision prior
to its recording in the Plat Records of Travis County, Texas.

Councilman Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

BE IT RESOLVED BY TtiE CITY COUHCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIHi

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves the property
situated on the north side of West 3rd Street as a private gasoline plant,
which property is owned by the American Moving and Storage Company, and is
designated as part of Lots 9, 10, 11 and 12, Block 4, Baymond Addition, in
the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorised the said
American Moving and Storage Company, through.their agent, Mr. F. W. Harrell,
to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of a 550 gallon underground
tank and electric pump for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor
equipment and from which no gasoline is to be sold, subject to the same being
operated in compliance with all the ordinances relating thereto, and further
subject to the foregoing attached recommendations, and the Building Inspector
is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this
private gasoline plant after full compliance with all theprovisions of this
resolution and said permission shall be held to be granted, and accepted
subject to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future regulations
and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of the proper
police, traffic and fire regulations, and the rignt of revocation is retained,
if after hearing, it is found by the City Council that the said F, W. Harrell
has failed and refused and will continue to fail and refuse to perform any
such conditions, regulations and ordinances.

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of American Moving and
Storage Company, through their agent, Mr. F. W. Harrell, for permission to
operate a private gasoline plant consisting of a 550 gallon underground tank
and electric pump for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment
and from which no gasoline is to be sold, upon property located on the north
side of West 3rd Street, which property is designated as part of Lots 9, 10,
11 and 12, Block **, Raymond Addition, in the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, and locally known as 902 West 3rd Street.

"This property is located in a nD" Industrial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1). That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type
and shall bear the label of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all
tanks and pumps shall be installed in compliance with the Ordinance governing
the storage and handling of gasoline.

"(2). That all pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of receiving
gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free passage of
traffic on either the sidewalfc, street or alley.

"(3)- That "HO SMOKING" signs shall at all times be prominently displayed
and no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline is
handled or stored.

That all fees shall be paid and a permit secured from the
Building Inspector's Office before any installation work is started and that
no equipment shall be placed in operation until after final inspection and
approval of same,

Councilman Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

(KESQLUTIOH)

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains
in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans
have been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT EESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
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lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in BAST 3Sj STBEET, from Maple-
wood Avenue westerly 19S feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall "be 7.5 feet south of and parallel to the
north property line of said EAST 3*% STREET,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2̂  feet.

(2) A gas main in PAYNE AVENUE, from a point 29 feet
east of Graver Avenue easterly 57S feet, the centerline,
of which gas main shall "be S feet south of and parallel
to the north property line of said PAYNE AVMJE,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2f feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is cleay from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
G-as Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of public Works not less than three (3) days before
such information is required. The Soifchern Union G-as Company is further put
upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or re-
placement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines
named in this resolution*

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,

the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

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The amendment to the Saxi-cab ordinance pertaining to Section 23 was dis-
cussed. The City Attorney explained in the past there had been a 3ack of an
automatic coverage; and under the old plan there had "been cabs operating a day
or two without insurance. He read regulations furnished him by the State Insur-
ance Commission." 3?he City Attorney explained that if it should develop that the In-
surance Commission would not approve a policy for automatic coverage if they have
more than one company within the same operation; that he wanted the Council to
know that this would prevail and the company would have to confine their insuranc
to one insurance company. The Council decided to wait until next week to intro-
duce the ordinance.

The Council had a "brief discussion about setting up a formula on taxing
equipment and machinery, but nothing definite was decided upon.

The Council, in memory of the HOHOHABLE ADAM R. JOHNSOfl, first City Manager
of Austin, who passed away this week, noted his great service to the City of
Austin, and unanimously voted to dedicate a page in the Minute Book in his memory
